I t would be show n th at in social ar 
ran gem ente alone cable railw ays add 
m aterially to th e character and im port­ 
ance of our cities, and th a t they are 
w orthy of being recognized as a great 
factor in our social and sanitary progress, 
affording facilities by w hich our cities 
can 
be 
m ade pleasanter 
and 
m ore 
h ealth y ; 
indeed, I have know n such 
railw ays to have been characterized oa the 
very handm aids of our civilization. 
1 do not hesitate to claim for th em 
high value in the im provem ent of our 
cities, for, the m ore ready the m eans of 
com m unication betw een one post and 
another th e, leBS is the necessity for 
crow ding th e population together near 
th e center. 
T he capital invested in enterprises cf 
th is description is of sucb m agnitude as 
to m ake th em of great im portance in a 
financial point of view, and in this respect 
th ere are m any aspects on our streei 
railw ay system w hich h ave 
perhap- 
h ardly received as m uch acknowledge­ 
m ent as they deserve. 
I refer to their 
value as a new industry an d to th eir in­ 
fluence h ere as elsew here in im proving 
the value of th e districts through which 
they run. 
During th e past year th ere h as b een a 
staff of som e 700 persons, w ith cars run­ 
ning some 133,380 m iles, and 500 h o n es 
and m ules em ployed, providing th e fiv

system of locomotion. 
It w ould

railw ay superintendent touch few sym ­ 
pathies, and, perhaps, woqld excite tbe 
reverse ; but an extended experience has 
show n m e th at a railroad system worked 
by horses, th e average life of w hich is 
le3s th an five years, is, in m any respecte, 
heavily handicapped, an d th at co higher 
duty can com e before a railroad com ­ 
pany th an to adopt a substitute such as

C heney, C lark, V an Dyke, W ade, Shaw 
an d M cK inley occupied Beats upon th e 
bench, and before th em appeared M essrs. 
C hapm an, H en d rick s, G ottschalk, a n d 
Luckel, as counsel for tbe pjpintiffs, 
while th e defendants were rep resen ted 
by M essrs. J.V ictor M ontgom ery, H jitton, 
Sw anw ick, and J. W . Tow ner. T he tables 
in front of th e bench were literally cov­ 
ered w ith law books, from w hich the 
learned counsel, a t frequent iuteryals 
during th eir argum ente, cited au th o rities 
an d points bearing on th e questio n at 
issue. 
T here was a large attendance of spec­ 
tators in the courtroom , m ost of w hom 
were m em bers of th e b ar, w ho listened 
to the argum ents w itli an in ten se in te r­ 
est. 
T he proceedings opened by th e 
plaintiffs being allow ed, by co n sen t of 
counsel, to am end th eir am ended com ­ 
plaint, and it was stipulated th a t th e d e­ 
m urrer filed to tb e origin*! com plaint 
should be allow ed to stand as th e d em u r­ 
rer to the am ended com plaint. 
The 
com plaint and th e d em urrer 
th ereto 
were then read b y Judge H u tto n . 
The 
form er docum ent alleges th a t A. A. 
G raves is a citizen of th e U n ited States 
an d a resident tax p ay er of Los Angeles 
c o u u ty ; and am ongst o th er th in g s it 
claim s th at th e provisions of th e A ct of 
th e L egislature creating th e county of 
O range are unconstitutional for th e rea­ 
son th a t th e L egislature attem p ted by 
it 
to 
delegate 
to 
th e 
electors of 
th a t district legislative pow ers w hich 
were accorded to th e C om m issioners, but 
w hich should be vested in th e L egisla­ 
ture alone. 
Touching briefly upon this 
point, M r. H u tto n contended th a t if 
th ere were no su ch officers as th e Com ­ 
m issioners, th e people, being th e real 
parties to th e act, conUl not question its 
validity. 
H e contended th a t th e Com ­ 
m issioners, b eing appointed by th e Gov­ 
ernor, were, 
practically, G overnm ent 
agents, and til it, therefore, th e w rit of 
quo uarranto w as not the proper process 
to be em ployed. 
M r. C hapm an th en com m enced h is 
argum ent, and for th e u e x t tw o hours 
aud a half he interested h is auditors with 
h is aualyzation of the questions before 
th e C ourt, a n d his flow of eloquence 
never ceased, 
except for 
a few m o­ 
m ents when searching for Borne au thority. 
H e argued, first, th at th e provisions of 
th e act creating th e county of Orange 
were unconstitutional, for th e reason 
th at the legislature attem p ted by it to 
delegate to th e electors of th e district 
legislative pow ers which alone a re vested 
in th e legislature. 
T he ac t w as a local 
an d special law , w hen th e general law 
was applicable to th e situation. 
I t was a 
violation of th e constitution, w hich pro­ 
vides th at th e legislature shall establish 
a system of county governm ent, an d íb 
also a violation of th e provision th a t re ­ 
quires th at th e legislature shall provide 
for th e election and 
ap p o in tm en t of 
county officers by a general an d uniform 
law . 
By th is act th e G overnor was em ­ 
powered to ap p o in t five com m issioners 
to perfect th e organization of th e county, 
all of which is unconstitutional, an d these 
officers 
now 
continue 
to 
exercise 
th eir offices illegally. 
H is n e x t point 
was th at th e act was a direct violation of 
th e C onstitution, w hich expressly pro­ 
hibits tbe Legislature from creating cor­ 
porations for m unicipal 
purposes by 
m eans of special laws. 
H e claim ed th at 
tbe act, being unconstitutional, confers 
no au th o rity upon th e C om m issioners 
w hatever, an d , if the county be organ­ 
ized under th e provisions of th e act, the 
am ount of taxable property w ould be 
greatly reduced in Los Angeles county, 
and the taxes of th e county w ould bo cor­ 
respondingly raised, 
as 
th e 
O range 
County bill i-rovides th a t a certain pro­ 
portion of th e property of Los Angeles 
county shall be paid over in m oney to th e 
new ccunty, should its assets exceed its 
liabilities, all of w hich is contrary to the 
Constitution. 
At this juncture a recess was taken u n ­ 
til 2 r. m , as Bome of th e judges wished 
to attend tb e opening cerem onies of th e 
new cable road. 
On reconvening, Judge 
McKinley d id not ap p ear, but as counsel 
did not offer any objection, th e case pro­ 
ceeded, and a few m in u tes late r M r. 
Chapm au closed, and m ade way for M r. 
H utton. 
In opening, h e stated h is will- 
iugness to concede th a t th e L egislature 
could not delegate its pow er to m ake 
law s, but in th is case it w as purely a 
case of local option, an d although bis 
learned friend had cited th e case of ex 
parte W all, h e believed tb a t since th e 
decision of tb a t case th e sen tim en ts of 
the people had undergone a com plete 
change, an d local option law s were u p ­ 
held now all through th e E ast. 
H e 
claim ed th a t when th is act left th e hands 
of the Legislature, it w as a com plete la w ; 
and he contended th at it could n ot be 
gainsaid. 
Taking up th e th read s of M r. 
C hapm an’s argum ent, he carefully a n ­ 
alyzed it in every p articular, and a t 5 p. 
m. the court adjourned until 2 p. m. on 
Monday n ex t, w hen he will be afforded 
an opportunity to bring bis arg u m en t to 
a conclusion.

It is said that the last season has been 
the most successful divorce season ever 
known in theatrical history. 
Manager Wyatt’s Opera Company will 
arrive in Los Angeles on Wednesday 
next, and will immediately commence 
the rehearsal of Maritana, which will be 
given at the Los Angeles Theater on tho 
24th.Christine Nilsson’s finances may be 
judged from her competition at an auc­ 
tion with the agent of the Louvre. To 
his bid of 37,009 francs for a Madonna of 
Mabuze she offered 40,000 francs, and 
got it. 
Helen Shewell and Charlotte Tittle are 
new engagements for Daniel Frohman’s 
forces next season. Miss Tittle is one of 
two sisters who have long been stage 
favorites in San Francisco and Los An­ 
geles. 
The Kansas City Star said a good thing 
apropos to these days of divorce when it 
remarked: “ Fanny Davenport, the ac­ 
tress, accumulated a new husband yes­ 
terday in the person of her leading man, 
Melbourne McDowell. Congratulations 
are in order, but they should be extended 
without unnecessary delay.” 
It is said that the Sultan has become 
passionately fond of Shake^psarefS Othel­ 
lo. On one occasion the ladies of the ha­ 
rem were admitted to see the perform­ 
ance of O thellonot, indeed, to see the 
whole play, but of selections from it.

T h e Bar Association, at its meeting 
yeeterday, owing to the absence of 
quorum, failed to recommend auy Los 
Angeles lawyer for the Beat on the Su­ 
preme Bench made vacant by the resig­ 
nation cf Judge Temple. It will meet 
again for that purpose Tuesday next. 
Meanwhile there is danger lhat, while 
these protracted deliberations are being 
held, the Governor will make his selec­ 
tion elsewhere. 


I t is the fashion of the Tribune to steal 
an idea from some one of its contempo­ 
raries, and then keep up a deafening 
clatter about it, ia the hope that its many 
words will blind people to the fact that it 
is simply an utterer of stolen goods 
Long ago the H e r a ld pointed oat the 
fact that the proposed Federal bnilding 
was altogether inadequate to the needs of 
a growing city like Los Angeles. Its 
calm and trnthfnl presentment cf the 
m atter had the effect of rousing public 
attention to the mistake which waB be 
ing committed. There is every reason 
for believing tbat this ridiculous blunder 
will be com cted. A half a million dol 
lars ought to be eeenred for this needed 
improvement, and if Gen. William Van 
deverthall redeem bis promise to have 
the 
appropriation 
increased 
to that 
am oont, there will (hen be Bcme ground 
for the unbounded adulation that bos 
bean showered upon him by the Repub­ 
lican press of Los Angeles. 


Thk calamity at Seattle, in the sense 
of destruction cf property, not of life, has 
been little less sweeping than at Johns­ 
town. 
When, in a town like that, from 
fifteen to twenty millions of dollars in 
property are swept away in a few hours, 
great numbers of people m ust be reduced 
from easy circumstances to penury and 
want. Indeed, we know tbat immediate 
relief is needed there, and that help from 
the outside, 
quickly rendered and in 
ample quantity, m ust be given or very 
tenons suffering will follow. Los Angeles 
will not turn a deaf ear to the cry of the 
poor people of Seattle for assistance. We 
believe it would be well to at once organ­ 
ise a Board of Relief to receive funds for 
that city. 
The Johnstown Committee 
are in a perfect slate of organization, and 
could receive fnnds for Beattie as well ae 
for the Conemaugh sufferers. It would 
he a giacious and timely act to take up 
collections in the churches to-day for onr 
stricken fellow citizens of f- cattle.

« B e g in n in g W o r k a t ih«i U r o u e E n d 
A late dispatch from Washington says 
that Major Powell, director of the Unite J 
States survey for the irrigation of arid 
lands, has laid out the work to be done in 
this State, and that the area to be cov­ 
ered will comprise the unmapped por­ 
tions of the drainage basins of the Yuba, 
American, 
Consumnes. 
Mokelumne, 
Stanislaus, Truckee and Caraon rivers 
We have seen no announcement, of­ 
ficial or 
otherwise, which 
indicates 
tbat Southern California is to have 
the slightest 
attention paid to her 
by 
Major 
Powell’s 
boreau. 
And 
yet, it would seem, on all common-sense 
principles, that the portion of the State 
which is essentially the irrigating portion 
ought to receive attention in pieferencato 
that portion which is not. If the object 
is, as we understand it to be, to make 
surveys so as to determine the most ad­ 
vantageous points at which to establieh 
reservoirs for the natural catchments of 
the mountains, from whence canals can 
be brought to irrigate the lands lying 
under them, then Southern California is 
the 
very 
part 
of 
the 
Stato 
to 
which the attention of the survey­ 
ors ehonld be first 
directed. 
The 
am onnt of irrigation done in Northern 
California is really insignificant. It is 
trae that irrigation is required for the 
extensive dry belt on the west side of the 
San Joaquin; but the great bulk of the 
water tbat is available for that belt will 
have to be brought to it from the Sierra 
Nevadas, and would be included in the 
developments 
for 
the contemplated 
canals to be brought from the head 
waters of the San Joaquin and other 
streams north of the Merced. 
But for all that extensive range of 
country which lies under the Sierra 
Nevadas noith of the MerceJ, and which 
may be termed the northern belt, all the 
Government could do would be to desig­ 
nate the points for storage reservoirs and 
the irrigating systems that would be the 
best to be established. 
There is very 
little 
pnblic 
land 
left 
in 
that 
regioD," and ""none of 
it could be 
properly 
designated 
as 
arid. 
If 
the 
survey 
will 
point 
out 
the 
lines of work tbat would be mo*t advan­ 
tageous, private enterprise and capital 
might possibly find it profitable to erect 
reservoirs and build canals. Bnt, as we 
said before, it is not an irrigation coun­ 
try, and it is a waste of the money of the 
nation to start the work in that locality, 
when 
great 
practical and beneficial 
results can be accomplished by starling 
it in Southern California. 
From a point, say, a t the headwaters 
of the Stanislaus to the headwaters of 
Kern river, in the Sierra Nevadas, the 
euows and rains are all required to ren­ 
der the great arid plains that lie beneath 
them valuable to the cultivator. I t is 
true tbat these lands have passed into 
private ownership in great measure, yet 
there is enough 
public land left to 
justify 
the 
Government in facilitat­ 
ing the irrigation of the whole area 
by such work as would lead to the de­ 
velopment of all the available water and 
its economic storage in reservoirs so situ­ 
ated that it could be brought in canals over 
the immense San Joaquin valley lands. 
How far the work of the Government 
should go is a m atter for further consider­ 
ation. If the principle is laid down that, 
where the lands to be irrigated are mainly 
in private ownerebip, we are not to expect 
the Government to do mote than make 
the eurveys, 
then private enterprise 
most carry out the worke indicated by 
the reports of the surveyors. 
But, to our m ind, if this survey is to 
accomplish the great object for which it 
has been organized, and for which Con­ 
gress baB appropriated money to carry it 
out, it should begin at this end of the 
State. 
There are millions of acres of 
arid lands tbat belong to the Government 
in the Colorado and Mcjave deserts that 
should be the very first to receive the a t­ 
tention of Major Powell’s Commission. 
There is no lim it to the work the Gov­ 
ernm ent could properly do to reclaim 
these lands by supplying them with 
water, for it would really be in the na­ 
ture of the 
im provement of public 
property. 
We, therefore, throw out the reflection 
that it would appear to a common-sense 
observer that there ia something behind

There is something very provocative oi 
thought in the way English capital is be­ 
ing put into the purchase of breweries 
and distilleries in this country through 
the medium of syndicates. 
All of these 
associations are in the nature of trusts, 
but there is nothing new in that, the 
whisky trust having been one of the 
most formidable in the United States 
long before the English showed any dis­ 
position to invest in either American beer 
or whisky. 
Thus far the English have 
secured big breweries in New York and 
St. Ix>nis. The interesting feature of the 
matter is th a t Englishmen are eontent 
to take the chances of such a precarious 
business. They evidently do not attach 
much importance to the prohibition 
movement in the United States, and yet 
in some Slates, such as Iowa and K an­ 
sas, the laws forbidding the making or 
selling 
cf 
either m alt or alcoholic 
beverages are severe to the point of 
fanaticism. 
In the South, such States as 
Georgia have shown as much devotion 
to prohibition as Kansas, while eveu 
Texas came near ranging herself in the 
line of teetotal commonwealths, it 
quiring all the influence of Mr. Jefferson 
Davis to stem the tide. 
The English capitalist seems to think 
that 
the American will continue to 
demand his “ booze,” no m atter how 
strong the prohibition sentiment may 
become. In truth, he is in very little 
danger from the Prohibition party itself. 
That organization seems to have the 
faculty of swelling to great proportions in 
the “ off” years, and of sinking to insig­ 
nificance in Presidential years. 
The 
danger is not there, but in the Repub­ 
lican party itself becoming the Prohibition 
party. It was only after a desperate 
fight that prohibition was kept out of the 
Chicago platform, on which General 
Harrison was nominated and elected, and 
it is by no meanB clear that it will be 
kept out next time. In some .States, such 
as Kansas and Iowa, the Republican 
party is practically the Prohibition party 
It is quite possible, by the time that 
John Bull has bought up all the brew 
eries and distilleries, that tljjp Republican 
party may conclude to take up advanced 
ground on ,teetotalism , and where would 
his British beer and whisky syndicates 
be then? 
Some light is thrown upon this view of 
the subject by what has happened in 
Kansas and Iowa. There the State au­ 
thorities have absolutely annihilated the 
property of all persons engaged in brew­ 
ing or distilling; and th s Supreme Court 
of the United States, in a decision made 
on the torn of the year 1887-88, sustained 
their right to do so. 
Victoria’s wealthy 
subjects would feel very much disgiun­ 
tied if, abont the time they had a grand 
“ booze” trust, in which beer and whisky 
were the leading buttresses, the whole 
structure should be swept away. 
Stranger things than this have hap 
pened in the past, and there would be 
absolutely no remedy for it. Many yearn 
ago England w ent to war to force opium 
down the throats of tke Chinese, but she 
would scarcely enter upon a crnsade to 
compel the consumption of the beer and 
whisky made by British syndicates in 
the United States. This is a view of the 
subject to which tbe at’ention of the in 
vesting Englishman has not been called 
aud which may afford him some grounds 
for prudential speculation in the line of 
thought as well as ducata.

It is certainly 
providential that cool weather is continu­ 
ing to prevent the decomposition of hun­ 
dreds of hum an hodies yet unrecovered, 
and I lie thousands of animals that per­ 
ished in the flood.

From Bolivar to Johnstown the side 
tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad were 
filled with cars loaded with lumber, fur­ 
niture and goods of all description for 
the sufferers. The sun came out with 
fierce heat about 10 o’clock. 
Forty bodies were recovered to-day up 
to 3 P. M. 
FRATERNAL ORDERS FORTUNATE. 
Members of secret societies in the 
Conemaugh valley fared unusually well, 
Junior A. O. U. W. bad a membership 
of 1,200. 
Out of this only nine lives 
were lost. 
Most of them lost their 
homes, but all have employment and 
expect to be on their feet again in a short 
time. The committees from Pittsburg 
and Allegheny established their head­ 
quarters m the upper end of town and 
relieved tbe wants of all who applied. 
The Independent Order of Heptosophs 
had a membership of eighty-five and lost 
but two. 
The Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows had a membership of 506 
here, and out of that number lost seventy- 
nine.

The Sisters of the Red Gross are also 
taking care of eight cases of ulcerated 
tonsilitis, which they say are not dange:

them were in Kernville, and that if per­ 
mission was given many of the dead 
could be recognized.

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B e r l i n , June 8 .— The delay in the 
transmission from Washington of the 
assent to the Samoau treaty has orig­ 
inated rumors that Blaine desired a le- 
vision of several points. Inquiries at the 
Foreign Office and the English Embassy 
elicit the information that nothing has 
occurred th a t is likely to retard the ex­ 
change of signatures or requiring further 
reference to the commission in plenary 
conference. 
Blaine has been in com­ 
munication with Phelps regarding verbal 
amendments to the protocols whioh 
were submitted to Count H erbert and 
Sir Edward Malet, and accepted without 
comment. 
The official irritation over Rlaine’s 
cautious scrutiny of the protocols is abat­ 
ing with a growing recognition of the 
justice and value of the American piano 
upon tbe final and decisive settlem ent of 
the Samoan qoe3tion. 
The impatience of the foreign office to 
close the m atter bafl not hastened the 
action of Lord Salisbury any more than 
it has that of Blaine. The English Com­ 
missioners do not attach the slightest 
importance to the dilatory procedure of 
their foreign office. 
As soon as the 
Washington government cables “ Sign,” 
Lord Salisbury’s assent will be ready. 
From the nature of the latest commu­ 
nication to the American Commission, it 
is expected that the conference will meet 
on Wednesday for the laet time. Blaine 
has asked concerning the arrangements 
for the return of Malietoa. 
It is settled 
tbat tbe electoral decision of the natives 
will be taken some time after Malietoa is 
reinstated. 
RUSSIA GETS UGLY. 
Bismark’s period of repose at Schon- 
hausen was probibly cut short by ad­ 
vices from St. Petersburg, showing a re­ 
newal of the openly hostile policy of the 
Czar. The Em peror’s programme for his 
visit to England, ter tbe reception of the 
Emperor 
Francis Joseph, and other 
plans, rem ain uncertain through the 
Czar’s tacit refusal to settle the prelimi­ 
naries for the projected interview with 
the Emperor William. Bismarck sent to 
St. Petersburg asking the appointment of 
a date and place for the meeting of the 
Emperor. 
The Czar declined to appoint 
a date farther than that, on returning 
from Copenhagen, he might meet the 
Emperor William at Keil. 
This tam e response from Russia ren­ 
ders the sending of a formal invitation 
from 
Berlin 
doubtful. 
Semi-official 
newspapsrs say that the cordial personal 
relations 
between the Czar and tb e 
Emperor William are unchanged, but 
they ignore the fact of the renewal of the 
strained relations of the Berlin and 
Vienna 
Governments toward Russia. 
Apart from tbe Czar’s ominous toast to 
Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, and his 
sending of Prince Nicholas on a special 
mission to Paris, followed by the Grand 
Duke George, who will sail on a warship 
from Cronstadt for H avre, and thence 
proceed to Paris, there are signs of 
activity rising in response to activities on 
the part of the Triple Alliance. 
Prince 
George, the Czar’s favorite son, and 
probably his successor, in view of the 
weak brain and general debility of the 
Czarewitch, begins a tonr of tbe world, 
starting from Paris, where his presence 
is intended to mark the Czar’s adhesion 
to the French alliance. It is denied that 
the Prince of Montenegro is entrusted 
with a mission, but it is adm itted that he 
will attend the conference of Pan-Slaviate 
and Servians, at which bis sen-in law. 
Prince Karageorgevics, will be declared 
ti e legalized claim ant to the Servian 
thror.e with the re-establishment of the 
old Servian Empire, Including Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. 
THE CZAR PAN-SLAVI8T. 
The Cologne Gazette declares that the 
Czar is definitely coinmit'e 1 to a Pan- 
Slavitt policy, involving critical develop­ 
ments which are bound to have a violent 
end. 
Dr. Peters’ expedition has collapsed, 
owing to an epidemic among the Somalis. 
The expedition Hzb disbanded and the 
munitions have been reshipped to Ger­ 
many. 
There is no abatem ent in the general 
strike movement. 
The masons and car­ 
penters of Berlin are steadfast in their 
demand, and are confident of final vic­ 
tory. The Votksblatl announces the com­ 
bined action among the workmen on the 
royal estates, the coachmen, stablemen 
and gardeners for an increased paym ent. 
The Emperor has already ordered the 
wages of married men to be raised. The 
police are more offensively active to sup­ 
press workmen’s meetings everywhere. 
The conservative journals bitterly com­ 
ment upon the inn e-ial protection to the 
workmen. 
They declare that it ia m is­ 
placed, and that tbe workmen are be­ 
coming corrupted by socialism and friends 
oi France. 
The Kreuz Zeitung announces that so­ 
cialist members of the Reichstag fa' or 
organizing visits of workmen’s delegates 
to Paris, and urges the government to 
suppross their arrangements. 
The <ispute of the German socialista 
with France is settled. The Paris Con­ 
gress is likely to have a large German 
representation.

L o n d o n , June 8 —Gladstone addressed 
a Liberal meeting at Weymouth tonight. 
He said the Liberal party was moviDg in 
the right direction, and at a fair pace.

THEY HAVE A GALLANT RECORD 


Duties, Training and Discipline 
the S e rv ic e —Bulwark Between 
Cabin and Forecastle. 


There is perhaps r.o body of men in 
the eervice of the United States Govern­ 
m ent who have come in for a greater 
share of contumely and received less 
praise for actual service rendered than 
have the marines of the United States 
Navy. From time immemorial it has 
been Jack’s saying in repponse to all 
doubtful stories: “ Tell that to the ma­ 
rines,” for the tars as a set are most 
incredulous fellows, and the hearty con­ 
tem pt in which they hold the marines is 
sufficient to incite the tiring of a volley of 
epithets at the latter on the slightest 
provocation. 
It is amusing, too, to see with what 
avidity the young apprentices seize hold 
of the prejudices of the able seamen, and 
a person only need go aboard one of the 
crnising training ships to hear the young­ 
sters bawl out with all the zest of an oid 
shell-back: “ Oh! you Hottentot m a­ 
rine ! ” 
But the marines, who are they? To 
begin with, a tiner set of men never mus­ 
tered under American officers than those 
composing the tile of the Marine Corps. 
The very remoteness of their duty and 
the diminutiveness of their guards have 
tended to shroud in oblivion the deeds of 
the ‘‘commands” of this little corps, and 
only nowand then, when the details of 
some great naval aotion or affair abroad 
are made public, is there noticed, as a 
rule, conspicuous mention of the gal­ 
lantry of the “ marinos.” Aside from 
this, the knowledge one lias of the ma­ 
rines is gleaned from the distorted pages 
of a “ Peter ¡Simple” or “ Midshipman 
Easy.” Again, when some cable dis­ 
patch from a far-away station announces 
that during turbulent scenes on shore a 
body of marines was landed and defended 
not only life but property, the public for 
the time being query concerning the men 
who performed this duty, and then, after 
a few days, forget the whole occurrence. 
The duty of a marine aboard ship is 
essentially that of a policeman, and by 
reason of this very duty no fraternizing 
can be safely permitted between the 
“ guard” and the men forward. As to 
the tar, any one acquainted with his 
devil-may-care spirit, and wild, fun-lov­ 
ing nature, must know how he looks 
upon any one put over him as a check. 
The tar looks up to and respects his offi­ 
cers, for he fears them, but the marine 
he hates, for it is the marine who gets 
him in trouble. But if marines were not 
a feature of a man-of-war, it is doubtful 
whether the discipline required of a crew 
of 500 men would be of that efficient 
nature now in force. Our navy is pe­ 
culiarly distinctive in its method of m o­ 
bilization abroad. In the first place, our 
service offers better pay, belter duty, 
and greater emoluments than does any 
other service in the world. 
The pay of an able seaman in the 
American Navy, for instance, is equal to 
that obtained by the majority of Captains 
sailing in command of vessels from Nor­ 
wegian and north of Europe ports in 
general; and as to the pay of a seaman 
in these latter vessels, it would hardly 
suffice to keep an American man-of-war’s 
man in tobacco, let alone having any 
money for “ liberty ashore.” With such 
inducements staring the world-roving 
sailors in the face, is it to be wondered at 
that he seizes an opportunity to euiist in 
the United States Navy? Go down to 
the receiving ships at the Government 
Navy Yard auy day and witness the 
number of men constantly applying for a 
“ chanco.” An observer will be struck 
with the variety of nationalities repre­ 
sented in the motley assemblage, for 
“ ours” is the only service that takes 
men regardless of their birth. 
The result is that on all American ves­ 
sels of war the proportion of foreign to 
native element is in the ratio of about 
two-thirds the former to one-third of the 
latter. When the Shenandoah ltf> Bos­ 
ton, a few years ago, for a cruise in Euro­ 
pean waters, it was found that among 
the men forward there were twenty-one 
different nationalities. To be sure, the 
“ rolling Shenandoah,” as the vessel was 
familiarly known in the navy, from her 
rolling propensities in a seaway, gener­ 
ally had the reputation of carrying the 
hardest crew on the station, but notwith­ 
standing the reports of the brawls on 
shore, coupled with a wholesale use of 
double irons, some wonderful gunnery 
scores and statements of proficiency used 
to come in monthly from that same 
Shenandoah. 
Now, when the motley and decidedly 
heterogeneous assemblage called a Bhip’s 
complement of • seamen” is marched 
aboard there will be found in it men of 
reckless and dangerous character, actu­ 
ated by different sentiments and all pos­ 
sessing highly-cullivated propensities for 
mischief, so much so that it becomes 
imperative to have a check over their 
spirits and inclinations. There mu:-t be 
some impassable line, a barrier between 
this element and the little knot of offi­ 
cers gathered aft. This barrier is found 
in the line of steel, the wall of bayonets 
presented by an imperturbable and 
never-flinching marine guard. 
All united States war vessels carry a 
marine guard, rangiDg in size, however, 
from ft Captain’s command of fifty or 
s i x t y men on a flagship to a Corporal 's 
squid on a monitor. When a ship is 
about to go in commission her marine 
guard, which has been previously de­ 
tailed, is marched aboard and stands in 
readiness to salute the ensign as it floats 
out from the peak. From this moment 
until the expiration of the thrue years’ 
cruise, the guard watches that “ element 
forward” with a constancy that allows of 
no relaxation. When the three years' 
cruise is at an end, when the seamen 
who have been shipmates through every 
trial and hardship are about to nmrch 
ashore and sever their associations, that 
stew and implacable marine guard may 
be seen in line on deck and under arms— 
the last to leave the vessel—and as the 
flag is hauled down they give the last 
«álate to the colors they have defended. 
The marines have warm admiiers in 
those persons who are acquainted with 
their sterling worth and necessity. Rays 
Admiral Wilkes : “The marines consti­ 
tute the great—I had almost said the 
only—difference between a man of-war 
and a privateer.” 
“ They are,” adds 
another writer, “the bulwark between 
the cabin and the forecastle;” while 
Rear-Admiral Stewait remarked, “The 
support afforded by a steady column of 
bayonets has rendered mutinies scarce.’’ 
The marine is peculiarly a eoidier. He 
is dressed, equinped and handled as a 
soldior and bit- whole life ip the very op- 
n 
e

there is very little sympathy between 
the tars and the marines, and this feeling 
is not at all discouraged by the officers, 
since by its very existence better dis­ 
cipline is maintained. 
The Marine Corps dates back as far as 
the days of Salamis, anil the wars of the 
Romans, later on, furnish numerous in 
stances whore mention is made of just 
such an organization. 
The magnificent 
l»ody of marines in the British navy of 
to-day dates Its formation from the time 
of Sir Henry Percy (Gunpowder Percy), 
the first Colonel Commandant of the 
Corps. The British recruited their Ma­ 
rine Corj)s from the American Colonies 
quite frequently before Revolutionary 
days, and great numbers of the officers 
were of colonial birth, appointed to 
command by the Crown. The American 
contingent waa usually distinct, for at 
one time two separate battalions wfere 
organized exclusively from among the 
colonists. These same men served with 
marked distinction during the momentous 
periods covering the great mutiniea at 
Bantry Bay, Rpithead and the Nore. 
On the creation of the United States 
Navy the importance of a marine corps 
was early recognized, and its mainten 
ance lias never ceased. The corps is al­ 
lowed at present a complement of 1800 
men, of which seventy-six are officers. 
While abroad American vessels of war 
are often called upon to land marines in 
order to protect American property and 
American consulates. The manner in 
which this duty was performed at the 
late bombardment of Alexandria is 
familiar to all, and needs no present 
encomiums. 
A very pretty incident 
which. Htands to the credit of the corps 
was the taking of a fort in Corea in 1867, 
the act being occasioned by the natives 
firiDg on some American Merchantmen. 
Punishment had to be meted 
out 
to the nativea and Captain Mc- 
.ane Tilton, United States Marine 
Corps (now Major Tilton), was de­ 
tailed with 200 marines and a body of 
hlue jackets to do the business. To hear 
the doughty Mujor tell of the mamier in 
which his lads trudged through bogs and 
swamps, often up to their armpits, hut 
managing all the time to keep their 
pieces ready for work, and the way in 
which the whole line scaled the hill and 
Bwarrmul over the defenses and right into 
the donee mass of hum anity inside, re­ 
minds the heares more of the late war 
than of some far-away skirmish. The re­ 
sult of this affair was t’-.e killing of 243 
natives, the capture of fifty Hags and the 
destruction of 481 pieces of native ord­ 
nance, while more than 2,000 men were 
put to flight. 
In time of action aboard ship the 
marines are either stationed at one of 
the heavy pivot guns, or else di-posed 
about the deckB and in the topB to act as 
sharpshooters. It was a marine who, 
from the top of the Frencnman alongside 
the Victory at Trafalgar, shot down the 
brave Nelson as be stood on the deck of 
the latter ship. The guard messes, eats 
and sleepB in a body, always apart and 
distinct from the crew. 
Let the reader imagine himself at mid­ 
night on the gun-deck of a large vessel of 
war lying quietly at anchor. A dim 
liaht is burning forward, throwing 
heavy glare among the crowded ham ­ 
mocks where 500 men are sleeping. 
Not a sound is to be heard save the 
steady tread of the marine séntry over­ 
head, while the swish of the black water 
:ainst the sides breakB the ominous 
silence. As the bell strikes “eight,” the 
hour of midnight, a solitary figure in full 
uniform, with sword and pistols, steps 
noiselessly from the cabin dour. He 
stops and listens for a moment, as the 
turning of some restless sleeper in his 
hammock attracts his attention. He is 
the commanding officer. Walking for­ 
ward he bends over the hammock of a 
drummer boy and whispers a word in his 
e a r; the only reply is a hound to the 
deck, and the next instant the long roll 
is sounding through the ship. As if by 
magic 500 men leap from their hammocks, 
pass three lashings, and throw them 
against the sides of the ship, rush half 
naked to the guns. In three minutes 
after the sounding of that call to “gen­ 
eral quarters” the guns are cast loose 
and the glare of the battle lanterns 
along the deck reveals the crouching 
forms of tho tars, as clustered about 
their pieces, they await the word to open 
fire. And again all is silent along that 
deck, tho same as when a few minutes 
previous nearly every man waa wrapt in 
slumber. Not a word of warning had 
been given, and the sudden alarm aptly 
proved the excellence of the ship’s dis­ 
cipline. 
The British service maintains two dis­ 
tinct organizations in the Marine Corps, 
known as the “ Marines of the Red” and 
“ Marine Artillery.” The former com­ 
pare with the style of the American 
forces. These are enlisted for the United 
States Marine Corps in the same manner 
as for the infantry in the army. The 
period of enlistment is for five years, un­ 
less sooner discharged. 
On enlisting, 
the recruit is sent to ono of the navy 
yards and quartered in the marine bar­ 
racks. As soon as drilled, he is ready 
for duty afloat, and he ia liable to be 
drafted to the next vessel going into com­ 
mission. Ilis cruise will last three years, 
and tho remaining two years will, in all 
likelihood, be spent aboard a receiving 
ship or in some navy yard. Tho pay is 
the same as in the army, and hv econo­ 
my a man may save the greater portion 
of his pay. The clothes he does not 
draw are credited to him. That the ma­ 
rines can be rapidly mobilized was dem­ 
onstrated most aptly in April of 1885, 
when 800 men were concentrated at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard within thirty 
hours after orders were issued to embark 
all the available marine force in tho 
country for the Isthmus of Panama. 
Fully equipped and prepared for any 
amount ot service, they were immedi­ 
ately marched aboard the steamers in 
waiting. The manner in which they 
cleared the isthmus and restored traffic 
to its normal condition Is still fresh in 
the memory of all. 
The Marine Corps cannot complain of 
lack of appreciation on tho part oí Con­ 
gress, for that body has extended its 
thanks no less than twenty-five times. 
The fire and spirit of the corp3 have yet 
to he dampened by a check or reverse, 
and it is with a pardonable pride that 
the single word, “Fidelity,” on its colors 
is guarded with a constancy bordering 
on jealousy.—[New York Times.

At 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
some fifty or sixty members of the bar 
of this city, assembled in Judge Shaw’s 
Courtroom in the Jones block, in response 
to a call issued by the Bar Association, 
for the purpose of considering the ques­ 
tion of recommending to the Governor 
some member of the Los Angeles Bar 
for appointment to the vacancy now ex­ 
isting on the Supreme bench of this 
State. 
Judge Alexander Campbell was unani­ 
mously elected to the chair, and in a 
few pithy words, explained that the ob­ 
ject of the meeting was to decide upon 
some one member with unanimity. 
Mr. J. C. Maccaber was called upon to 
officiate as secretary pro tern, au<l Mr. 
John Haynes, in order to test the opinion 
of the bar upon the subject, opened the 
proceedings with a motion that some 
member of the Los Angeles Bar be re­ 
commended to the Governor to fill the 
vacancy now existing on the Supreme 
Bench. 
Upon this motion having been put, 
Hon. 8. M. White stated that it was his 
personal opinion that a recommendation 
from the Los Angeles Bar would not be 
of the slightest efficacy unless the names 
of all the members present be subscribed 
to the recommendation, and he noticed 
that a good many of the leading lawyers 
were absent. 
However, he suggested 
that all present give their names in to the 
secretary before taking any farther ac­ 
tion. 
Mr. John Robarts moved for an ad- 
jourment until Saturday next, as there 
was a very important case upstairs, and 
all the Superior Judges were in banc; 
and doubtless moat of those present 
wished to attend. 
Judge W. F. Fitzgerald said that he 
was informed that some steps had al­ 
ready been taken to ascertain the feeling 
of the Governor in regard to a recom­ 
mendation from the Los Angeles Bar, 
and he was in favor of waiting until 
something inore definite could be ascer­ 
tained before actiog. 
He was further 
prompted to suggest this from the fact 
that out of the 400 lawyers in Los An­ 
geles county,only fifty or sixty were pres­ 
ent, and each member ef the Bar being 
entitled to his opinion on the subject, be 
would heartily second the motion of Mr. 
Gage for an adjonrment until Saturday 
next. 
Mr. A. M. Stephens, President of the 
Bar Association suggested that it was ab­ 
solutely necessary to have the lawyers 
who was engaged in the case upstairs 
present at the meeting, he did not think 
there was any imp-oprlety in requesting 
the court to adjourn until after the m eet­ 
ing. In his opinion it was absurd to think

T he com m onest experiences of every­ 
day life are frequently those w hich are 
m ost interesting to study, and they are 
also in m any instances those which m ost 
Hueces»fully elude the graep of scientific 
precision. 
M edical m users of all ages 
have pondered over 
th e m ystery of 
dream s 
and 
aleep 
w ithout getting 
m uch 
further th an 
speculations 
of 
a 
very 
personal 
nature. 
This 
per onal elem ent is inevitable, since ex­ 
perience shows th at in every account of 
a dream th ere are aw kw ard lucum e 
where the inventive faculty is brought 
into play. 
There is a m odest hesitation 
in the w aking state about recounting in 
consecutive form th e disconnected p arti­ 
cles which have form ed t e com ponent 
parta of the dream , and th a t ordinarily a 
voil is woven to hide th e defects of m em ­ 
ory, or sundry adventitious links are in ­ 
serted to give a logical sequence to w hat 
is most illogical. 
Individuals do not believe sufficiently 
in the accuracy of their ow n account j to 
tru st those n arrated by others. 
D ream ­ 
ers of dream s in th e past ordinarily f ire- 
told th eir own successes, an d th u s accus­ 
tom ed th eir hearers to unfam iliar id ea s; 
more recently a novelist h as confessed to 
have worked up m uch of the porilous 
stuff th a t dream s are m ade of into liter­ 
ary form , and to have reaped m uch ad­ 
vantage 
from 
this assistance. 
The 
latest 
publication w hich 
reaches 
us 
from 
Dr. 
George 
M. 
Gould 
pro­ 
poses 
a 
more 
serious 
task, 
for 
it is no 
less 
th an 
an 
attem pt 
to 
study th e nature of consciousness, and of 
its origin from the facts of sleep and 
dream s. 
T he difference betw een the 
dream ing and th e waking consciousness 
is assum ed to be the absence of all stim ­ 
uli in th e latter condition, while all the 
subordinate centres are f u ni tionless. The 
dream ing consciousness is supposed to 
be on fhe alert to w atch over th e sleep­ 
ing organism . “ W hen sleep is p erm itted. 
it is because it is safe to perm it it. 
Hence sleep m ay at first be dream less 
w ith lees danger to the organism ." 
A lthough tbere is m uch th at is ex­ 
trem ely interesting in th is paper, the 
conclusions arrived 
at are som ew hat 
startling. 
It m ay be hesitatingly con­ 
ceded th at “ dream personality has no 
in d iv id u ality ;" but m any will d em ur at 
tho notion th at “ through physiological 
psychology we catch ag lim p seo f th e pro­ 
found tru th th at, at h eart, we are all the 
eam e;" while to say th a t “ dream p hi­ 
losophy 
teaches 
religion 
an d 
sym ­ 
p ath y " is to challenge contradiction. 
Dr. G ould’s view s are no lgss novel than 
striking, and his language often h as a 
poetical tarn , m ingled with scientific 
phraseology th at is entertaining. 
For 
exam ple, iu his concluding words upon 
dream 
consciousness 
he say s: 
“ Its 
phantasm al existence is upborne npon 
the ghostly wings of p ast sorrow s and 
joys, and tied to reality by the tenuous 
thread of a m om entarily interrupted sen­ 
sation.—[London Lancet.

Along th e center of this 
cham ber runs a m osaic pavem ent, and 
on each side there is a double row of 
sepulchers hew n in th e rock, th e fronts of 
which are stuccoed a n d painted, and

terra-cotta and

ble reliefs. 
W ithin th e tom bs w ere per­ 
fect skeletons, vases an d other objects, 
the antique lam ps being in such good 
condition tb a t on A pril 18, w hen this 
new find was inspected by a party of 
G erm an archtcologiste, the 
w orkm en 
m ade use of them to lig h t up th e vaults. 
The m any well preserved inscriptions 
are chiefly in G reek, w ith some in Latin, 
and prove th at the epoch of these tom bs 
was about 1000 B. 0 . 
O ther tom bs in a 
second cham ber have not yet been ex­ 
cavated. 
I t is probable th at th is sub­ 
terranean dw elling of th e dead m ay ex­ 
tend some distance and prove to be a 
portion of a large necropolis.—[London 
News N aples Letter.
